Superstitions of Railroad Men Re­ 


garding Three 
in 
Row 
Comes 


True With This Accident. 


The third fatal accident on the (\# 


ll. & D. within three weeks occurred 


last night at 8 o’clock near Hamilton, 


when the second engine of a south 


bound double header 
freight 
train 


blew up, killing one man, derailing 12 


cars and completely destroying the 


engine. 
The engineer, William Mc­ 


Donald, of Lima, Ohio, was instantly 
killed. 
With the wreck last night, the su­ 
perstitions of railroad men that one 
wreck means three, was carried out. 
The first wreck was that at Irvington, 
Nov. 13 and the second occurred last 
Friday near Brownsville. It has long 
l>een a rule with railroad men to be­ 
lieve that if one wreck occurs, two 
more are sure to follow. 
Because of the wreck, traffic was 
tied up 
several 
hours. 
The 
early 
morning trains were the first to pass 
through here and both 
were 
two 
hours late. 
The accident 
occurred 
near Stockton, Butler county, which 
is only a short distance from Hamil­ 
ton. 
The freight was an extra and 
was being drawn by engines No. 4IU 
and No. 406. 
No. 416. which was 
the second engine is the one that ex­ 
ploded. 
Portions of the grating of the en­ 
gine were blown into a cornfield JOO 
y a rd s from the track and rail- were 
dug up from the road bed 
by 
the 
compact of the explosion and stuck 
up like 
telegraph 
|w*le^. 
All 
the 
twelve cars were loaded with mer­ 
chandise, many with rolD of paper 
from Ryalto, others with groceries. 
Howard Harvey, fireman of the ill­ 
fated engine had a miraculous 
e s­ 
cape from death. 
He was seriously 
injured but his life is not in danger. 
The fireman’s injuries consist o f a 
broken collar 
bone 
and 
numerous 
bruises about the chest. 
The explo­ 
sion came without a moments warn­ 
ing and the engineer was blown to 
atoms only pieces of his body being 


found. 
Only a few minutes before the ex­ 
plosion a juissenger train passed the 
freight and it was by only a narrow 
margin that more people were not 
killed. 
Brakeman I). T. Tolling of 
Dayton, also had a dose call. 
He 
climbed over to the front engine and 
just barely escaped the explosion.

wreck train from Hamilton

un the debris.

Dr. Henry Moore of Indianapolis, 


father of William Moore who 
was 


connected with the I. & C\ here until 
recently, dropped dead in the State 
house in Indianapolis this 
morning. 
Dr. Moore was here Wednesday, No­ 
vember 6, and organized 
the Rush 
county Anti-Tuberculosis 
Associa­ 
tion. 
He has been organizing similar 
societies in every county for the sale 
of Red Cross Christmas Seals. 
Dr. Moore has long been a leader 
in the fight against the ravages of the 
white plague in Indiana. He was the 
prime mover in the establishment of 
State tuberculosis hospital at Rock­ 
ville and was president of the board 
of trustees at the time of his death. 
He was 72 years old and is survived 
bv a widow and four sons.

General Appropriation Bills. 


Members of the house who have ar­ 
rived in Washington are giving most 
of their attention to the preparation 
of the 
general 
appropriation 
bills. 
There is a general sentiment express­ 
ed by senators* and representatives 
that the session probably will transact 
very little important business outside 
of the general appropriation bills. The 
ways and means committee 
of the 
house w ill be busy with tariff hearings, 
and it is not unlikely that the Demo­ 
cratic members of the finance com­ 
mittee of the senate will be in daily 
touch with these hearings, believing 
that in this way tariff legislation may 
be expedited after it has been submit­ 
ted to the extra session. 
One of the most important hills be­ 
fore the house is the employers’ lia­ 
bility and 
workmen’s compensation 
act which was passed by the senate at 
the last session and is now before a 
committee of the house. 
Representa­ 
tives of the railway brotherhood are 
all working to bring about the passage 
of the act. 
Next to tho compensation bill the 
chief interest is In the Works resolu­ 
tion, that is unfinished business of 
the senate, which proposes an amend­ 
ment to the federal constitution, lim­ 
iting the tenure of the presidential 
office to a single office of six years. 
Undoubtedly there will be an effort 
made to pass this resolution either in 
its present form or amended. 
Other 
items on the program are: The Torah 
bill, creating a department of labor: 
the Sheppard-Kenyon bill, prohibiting 
the shipment of liquor into prohibi­ 
tion states; the Burton bill, regulating 
water power; the bill reforming con­ 
ditions of employment of seamen; the 
bill limiting contributions In presiden­ 
tial campaigns; the bill for the care 
of ex-presidents of the United States.

Dangers of Common Colds. 


Ever since the influenza epidemic 
ol 
1889-90 we have 
experienced 
waves of infectious catarrhal colds 
which have been spoken of as influ­ 
enza, or grop, or simply as colds. To 
these infections the infant seems lo 
be especially susceptible. 
\\ hen one 
of these colds invade a household, 
several of its members usually con­ 
tract it. 
While some adults may es­ 
cape, the baby or the child of run­ 
about age is almost invariably affec­ 
ted. 
These infections spread rapidly 
and 
great 
certainty 
through 
the 
wards 
of 
institutions 
caring 
for 
young children. 
During recent win­ 
ters in one institution the 
sickness 
from this source 
has far exceeded 
that from all other infectious 
dis­ 
eases of childrood. One of the most 
important results is its 
interference 
with nutrition. This is of somewhat 
less importance among children of 
the runabout age, but in any group 
o f bottle-fed infants such infection 
not only prevents gain but is, as a 
rule, accompanied by definite loss in 


weight. We are too prone to look on 
these colds as local affections when 


they are, in reality, infections. 


When a group of children in 
a 


family becomes infected, 
we 
often 
see established 
a 
house 
infection 
with, at 
intervals, 
recurrent 
out­ 
breaks, which may extend 
over 
a 
number of months, until the advent 
of warm weather or the departure of 
the family to the country. 
This ex­ 
perience is so general in most cities 
as to be a matter of common report 
among 
parents. 
Some 
susceptible 
children are kept free only by con­ 
tinued residence in the country, but 
unfortunately suburban colonies and 
country towns have their own share 


o f infectious epidemics. 
The amount of injury done young 
children each year by such colds can 
scarcely be estimated. 
During the 
prevalence of such colds, the possi­ 
bilities of infection are excellent if 
the young child travels by train, rides 
in public conveyances or is taken to 
hotels or crowded shops. 
Only recently, says Dr. Thomas S. 
Southworth of Boston, in 
a 
recent 
issue of The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, have we begun 
to appreciate the ravages of these 
subtle forms of infection. With such 
knowledge, however, goes the moral 
obligation to throw off our indiffer­ 
ences, to face the 
question 
fairly, 


and do all in our power to lessen the 


unnecessary sickness and 
tile 
too 
frequent pneumonia which follows it.

BUFFALO COATS FOR TROOPS. 


General Aleshire Recommends Them 
For Alaska— 4,000 Available. 
Brigadier General Aleshire, quarter­ 
master general of the army, makes an 
appeal in his annual report for the re 
tention of the old time buffalo overcoat 
for the use of troops on duty in Alaska 
or the extreme northern portions of the 
United States. 
Formerly buffalo over 
coats were issued regularly to all the 
soldiers on the plains. 
For several 
years the government has been selling 
at Omaha its stores of buffalo coats, 
which are now reduced to about 4.000 
garments. 
Great care has been taken 
in preserving these coats, which were 
made from the hides taken thirty years 
ago, and they are still serviceable. 
Realizing the value of the old coats 
and the satisfaction of the enlisted 
men in having them for severe weath­ 
er, General Aleshire recommends that 
no more sales be made from the gov­ 
ernment stock and that they be issued 
to soldiers, in Alaska at least. 
The 
recent price for these coats has been 
$34, which is much less than their 
value, as the buffalo has been exter­ 
minated as a hide producing animal.

Engine on Freight Explodes Near 


Hamilton Killing Engineer and 


Seriously Injuring Fireman. 


IS THIRD WITHIN SHORT TIME 


Superstitions of Railroad Men Re- 


garding Three in Row Comes 


True With This Accident. 


The third fatal accident on the C., 


H. & D. within three weeks occurred 
last night at 8 o'clock near Hamilton, 
when the second engine of a south 
bound double header 
freight 
train 


blew up, killing one man, derailing 12 
«ars and completely destroying the 
engine. The engineer, William Mc- 
Donald, of Lima, Ohio, was instantly 
killed. 


With the wreck last night, the su- 


perstitions of railroad men that one 
wreck means three, was carried out. 
The first wreck was that at Irvingtou, 
Nov. 13 and the second occurred last 
Friday near Brownsville. It has long 
been a rule with railroad men to be- 
lieve that if one wreck occurs, two 
more are sure to follow. 


Because of the wreck, traffic was 


tied up several hours. The early 
morning trains were the first to pass 
through here and both 
were two 


hours late. The accident occurred 
near Stockton, Butler county, which 
is only a short distance from Hamil- 
ton. 
The freight was an extra and 


was being drawn by engines No. 416 
and No. 406. 
No. ,416, which was 


the second engine is the one that ex- 
ploded. 


Portions of the grating oi' the en- 


gine were blown into a cornfield 200 
>-ards from the track and rails were 
dug up from the road bed by the 
compact of the explosion and stuck 
np like telegraph poles. All the 
twelve cars were loa-ded with mer- 
chandise, many with rolls of paper 
from Ryalto, others with groceries. 
Howard Harvey, fireman of the ill- 
fated engine had a miraculous es- 
cape from death. He was seriously 
injured but his life is not in danger. 
The fireman's injuries consist of a 
broken collar bone 'and numerous 
bruises about the chest. The explo- 
sion came without a moments warn- 
ing and the engineer was blown to 
atoms only pieces of his body being 
found. 


Only a few minutes before the ex- 


plosion a passenger train passed the 
freight and it was by only a narrow 
margin that more people were not 
killed. Brakeman D. T. Tolling of 
Dayton, also had a close call. He 
climbed over to the front engine and 
just barely escaped the explosion. A 
wreck train from Hamilton 
cleared 


up the debris.

Next to the compensation bill the 


chief Interest is In the Works resolu- 
tion, that is unfinished business of 
the senate, which proposes an amend- 
ment to the federal constitution, lim- 
iting the tenure of the presidential 
office to a single office of six years. 
Undoubtedly there will be an effort 
made to pass this resolution either in 
its present form or amended. Other 
Items on the program are: The Borah 
bill, creating a department of labor: 
the Sheppard-Kenyon bill, prohibiting 
the shipment of liquor into prohibi- 
tion states; the Burton bill, regulating 
water power; the bill reforming con- 
ditions of employment of seamen; the 
bill limiting contributions In presiden- 
tial campaigns; the bill, for the care 
of ex-presidents of the United States.

Dangers of Common Colds. 


Ever since the influenza epidemic 


of 1889-90 we have 
experienced 


waves of infectious catarrhal colds 
which have been spoken of as influ- 
enza, or grop, or simply as colds. To 
these infections the infant seems to 
be especially susceptible. When one 
of these colds invade a household, 
several of its members usually con- 
tract it. While some adults may es- 
cape, the baby or the child of run- 
about age is almost invariably affec- 
ted. These infections spread rapidly 
aad great certainty through the 
wards of institutions caring 
for 


young children. During recent win- 
ters in one institution the sickness 
from this source has far 
exceeded 


that from all other infectious dis- 
eases of childrood. One of the most 
important results is its 
interference 


with nutrition. This is of somewhat 
less importance among children of 
the runabout age, but in any group 
of bottle-fed infants such infection 
not only prevents gain but is, as a 
rule, accompanied by definite loss in 
weight. We are too prone to look on 
these colds as local affections when 
they are, in reality, infections. 


When a group of children in a 


family becomes infected, we often 
!see established 
a house infection 


I with, at 
intervals, 
recurrent out- 


i breaks, which may extend 
over 
a 


number of months, until the advent 
' of warm weather or the departure of 
the family to the country. This ex- 
perience is so general in most cities 


j as to be a matter of common report 
among parents. Some 
susceptible 


'children are kept free only by con- 
tinued residence in the country, but 
unfortunately suburban colonies and 
country towns have their own share 
of infectious epidemics. 


The amount of injury done young 


children each year by such colds can 
scarcely be estimated. 
During the 


prevalence of such colds, the possi- 
bilities of infection are excellent if 
the young child travels by train, rides 
in public conveyances or is taken to 
hotels or crowded shops. 


Only recently, says Dr. Thomas S. 


Southworth of Boston, in a recent 
issue of The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, have we begun 
to appreciate the ravages 
of these 


subtle forms of infection. With such 
knowledge, however, goes the moral 
obligation to throw off our indiffer- 
ences, to face the question fairly, 
and do all in our power to lessen the 


unnecessary sickness and 
the too 


frequent pneumonia which follows it.

General Aleshir* Recommends Them 


For Alaska—4,000 Available. 


Brigadier General Aleshire. quarter- 


master general of the army, makes an 
appeal in his annual report for the re- 
tention of the old time buffalo overcoat 
for the use of troops on duty in Alaska 
or the extreme northern portions of the 
United States. Formerly buffalo over- 
coats were issued regularly to all the 
soldiers on the plains.

years the government has been selling 
at Omaha its stores of buffalo coats. 
which are now reduced to about 4.000 
garments. Great care has been taken 
in preserving these coats, which were 
made from the hides taken thirty yean 
ago, and they are still serviceable.

er. General Aleshire recommends that 
no more sales be made from the gov- 
ernment stock and that they be issued 
to soldiers, in Alaska at least. The

the opening of the legislature. 


The suit was commenced when the 


application of Charles W. Hoswell for 
admission to the bar was filed. The 
petition is based on the constitutional 
provisions that a person to he admit- 
ted to the bar in Indiana only need be 
a voter and of good moral character. 


The question to he decided by the 


courts is whether the voters adopted 
the propospd constitutional amend- 
ment in 1910. which, if adopted, gave 
the legislature power to prescribe edu- 
cational qualifications.

THE STUART TRIAL 


Young Man Who Killed Father Tells 


Jury All About It. 


, Greenfield. Ind., Dec. 2.—The de- 
fense in the case of Guy Stuart, 
charged with the murder of his father. 
Dr. A. A. Stuart, at Fortville on thej 
evening of Nov. 7. closed today and 
the case probably will go to the jury 
this evening. 


Mrs. Stuart, mother of the defend- 


ant and widow of the murdered man. 
testified that her husband drank ex- 
cessively for thirty years, was addict- 
ed to the use of drugs and that he had 
abused every member of the family 
repeatedly. In fits of drunken anger 
he often cursed and threatened the 
life of the son, she said. Mrs. Stuart 
also testified that her husband always 
slept with a butcher knife under his 
pillow and kept a loaded shotgun in 
his room. She related an instance oc- 
curring a short, time before the mur- 
der, when the murdered man, in a fit 
of rage, ordered the son from the table 
and struck him on the hands with a 
butcher knife, inflicting wounds from 
which he was still suffering at the 
time of his arrest:

daughter of the murdered physician, 
testified as to the quarrelsome dis- 
position of her father. The defendant 
told thf same story regarding his 
father's quarrelsome nature as had 
been given by his mother and sister.

He declared that on the night of the 


shooting he went to his home with 
George Thomas tn get a drink of whis- 
ky. They went through the house to 
the rear to obtain the whisky. Dr. 
Stuart came out. demanding to know 
what they wanted. Thomas ran. The 
defendant asserted his father struck 
him with a hammer, the blow throw- 
ing him against the house. 
He was 


atunneu for a few minutes. When he 
realized his position and saw his 
father with a hatchet raised above his 
head, he drew his gun and fired.
